700-Yea r-Old Hand-Written 
Bible Exhibited At College 


Bonaventure College here. 


St. Bonaventure, N. Y., Dec. 31.—(NC)—What is likely 
the oldest written account in America of the Gospel narrative 
of the first Christmas is on display at the library of St. 
It is a hand-written Version of 


the entire Bible, produced in the time of St. Francis of 


Assisi more than 700 years ago. 


Its 90,000 lines are written in 
small and ornate handwriting. 
Minute examination has not re- 
vealed a single blot, erasure or 
mistake in its 900 pages. It is 
written on a fine vellum or calf- 
skin of silken texture and it is 
estimated that it took one person 
some 40 years to complete the work. 
- As it is exhibited the book is 
open at the text of the Gospel of 
St. Luke telling the story of 
Christ’s birth. It is the very Gos-

Huntington. — The Rev. T. E. 
Dillon, Diocesan Superintendent of 
schools and pastor of St. Mary’s 
church, here, has received a com- 
munication from the assistant di- 
rector of the edicationa! division 
of the Indiana war finance commit- 
tee of the U. S. Treasury, com- 


mending the work of the diocesan 
schools anent the various bond and 
stamp drives during the past year. 
The letter from Miss Sally Butler, 
assistant director, said in part as 
follows: 

“You have dove a magnificent 
job selling War Stamps and Bonds 
through the schovls. Indiana has 
made an enviable record with the 
Treasury Department in making 
its quotas. The Educational Divi- 
sion of the Indiana War Finance 
Committee, of which you are a 
member, has done an outstanding 
job—not only in selling stamps and 
bonds, but in teaching thrift and 
saving. This program has been so 
outstanding and has such great 
possibilities to creat® a sense of 
security for many children and 


families that the Treasury Depart- 
ment thinks it worthy of continu- 
anee:, 5 * 

Father Dillon, after receiving 
the letter, statea that although

The Navy Department has con- 
firmed that the Congressional 
Medal has been awarded Lt. Comdr. 
O'Callahan, in addition to the pre- 
viously awarded Navy Cross, for 
his heroism aboard the ill-fated air- 
craft carrier Franklin. The De- 
partment said that the presenta- 
tion ceremony will occur “sometime 
in January,” but the date and place 
have not yet been determined. 


The studious and mild-mannered 
Jesuit chaplain was serving aboard 
the “Big Ben” last March 19 in the 
Pacific when a Japanese dive-bomb- 
er swooped down and blasted the 
ship with two 600-pound armor 
piercing bombs. One struck beneath 
the flight deck, the other exploded 
on the hangar deck, and in little 
time the huge carrier was enveloped 
in flames. Planes on the carrier, 
loaded with bombs and ammunition, 
exploded; thousands of gallons of 
gasoline were fired and 100 tons of 
explosives went off, shaking the 
mighty ship from stem to stern. 

During 10 hours Father O’Cal- 
lahan distinguished himself in res- 
cue work and the ship’s commander 
called him “the bravest man I ever 
saw.” Continuously ministering to 
the wounded and dying, the priest 
also led officers and crew into the 
flames to jettison hot bombs and 
shells; recruited a damage-control 
party to wet down the ammunition 
in an ammunition magazine to pre- 
vent its explosion, and led the way 
to safety for a group of the crew 
trapped in under-deck quarters by 
the flames. One of the ship’s sen- 
ior officers said he saw Father O’- 
Callahan risk his life on 10 sepa- 
rate occasions during the ship’s 
fight for life. 

The “Big Ben” survived the fire 
and limped 12,000 miles to the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard under her own 
power. Father O’Callahan came 
home to receive the plaudits of the 
nation, 

Still in the service, Father O’Cal- 
lahan now is chaplain on the 45,000- 
ton aircraft carrier Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. He has been given hon- 
ors by a number of universities and 
has been named national chaplain 
of the American Veterans of World 
War Il 


Before he entered the Navy he 
was head of the mathematics de- 
partment at Holy Cross College, 
Worcester. He previously had serv- 
ed on the faculties of Boston Col- 
lege, Georgetown University and 
Weston College. He is a brother of 
Sister Rose Marie, of the Mary- 
knoll community, who. was impris- 
oned by the Japanese in the Philip- 
pines, where she served for the 
last 15 years. His mother, Mrs. 
Alice E. O’Callahan resides in Cam- 
bridge, Mass.

Czechoslovakia 


Most Members Are 
Protestants Or Men 
Of No Religion 


Prague, Dec. 31—(NC)—Figures 
on the religious affiliations—or the 
lack of them—of the 300 members 
of the Czechoslovak Provisional 
Parliament reveal that Catholics 
are not represented according to 
their numerical strength, while 
Protestants and particularly those 
without any religious affiliation 
have a far higher representation 
than they would be entitled to on 
the basis of available statistics. 


Of the 300 deputies, 118, or 39 
and one-third percent. are listed as 
Catholics, 112 being Latin Catho- 
lies and six Eastern Rite Catholics 
(Uniates). Forty-seven deputies 
(15 and two-thiras per cent) are 
Protestants, 33 iisted as Anglicans 
and nine as members of the Evan- 


gelical Church of Bohemian Breth- | 


ren. One hundred and twenty-three 
deputies (41 per cent) are without | 
any religious affiiiation. | 

As pointed out ty Nasinec, daily 
newspaper of the _ pro-Catholic 
Popular party, Catholics composed 
78 per cent of the population of 
Czechoslovakia oefore the war, 
while seven per cent were Protest- 
ants and five per cent without re- 
ligious affiliation. The latter group, 
it is pointed out now has eight 
times as many representatives in 
parliament as would correspond to 
its numerical strength, while Pro- 
testants are twice as strong in par- 
liament as would be warranted by 
the total number of their adher- 
ents. . 

Even if Catholics of German and 
Hungarian nationality are deduct- 
ed, Nasinee points out, the total 
number of Catholics in Czechoslo- 
vakia is, no doubt, far higher than 
indicated by their 39 per cent re-

Are We ‘Pikers’? 


Ts United Stewardship Coun- 
cil, which met in Toronto, On- 
tario, recently, announced that 
ifts te Protestant churches dur- 
1945 exceeded those of 1944 by 
nearly 16%, or in the amount of 
$68,502,714.00. The sum total con- 
tributions of members of churches 
affiliated with this Council amount- 
ed to $510,371,041.00. This is the 
amount contributed for the sup- 
t of local churches and what 
known as “benevolences,” which 
include home and foreign missions, 
part support of many regional 
churches and institutions in this 
country. 


Catholics are “pikers” when 
compared to Protestants, in the 
amount they contribute for the 
support of causes extra-parochial. 
For instance, the amount contrib- 
uted for extra-parochial purposes 


by the Protestant congregations 


was $103,457,720.00. 


On Passion Sunday, during the 

t few years, a collection has 

en taken up im all Catholic 
churches, at the instigation of the 
Catholic Hierarchy of this country, 
for War Emergency and Relief 
Work, yet the largest collection 
amounted te only a little more 
than one million and a half. 


The Lutheran Drive 


The Lutherans, whose member- 
ship is less than one-sixth that 
of the Catholics in the United 
States, are now out after $10,000,- 
000.00 The Baptists, the Metho- 
dists, the Presbyterians have set 
a mark ranging from $10,000,000.- 
00 to $30,000,000.00, and we read 
recently that most of it has al- 
ready been paid or pledged. If 
Catholics contributed comparably 
they would be giving more than 
$100,000,000.00 to similar causes. 


We know of no instance in the 
whole history of the Catholic 
church in the United States where 
more than $2,000,000.00 was sought 
through a special drive or collec- 
tion. Our people have simply not 
been trained to give to national 
er international causes. 


No Church is in better position 
than the Catholic to raise large 
amounts of money because the 
Catholic membership is three 
times that of the strongest Prot- 
estant body. When the numbers 
are large, the per capita contri- 
bution needs not be large. 


For instance, there are 4,000.- 
000 men belonging to the Holy

Name Society in this country. To 
raise $2,000,000.00, even from 
that group, would mean only fifty 
cents per head. The women’s s0- 
dalities are even larger. They 
count, at the minimum, 5,000,000 
members. Two contributions, a 
year apart, of fifty cents each, 
would raise sufficient money to 
complete the National Shrine of 
the Immaculate Conception § in 
Washington, whose crypt was 
started twenty-five years ago, and 
fully. paid for about ten years ago. 
There are many who believe that 
the sodalities dedicated to Mary 
Immaculate should make this pro- 
ject their own. Of course, there 
are millions of married and young 
men who would eagerly ¢ontribute 
to a Victory memorial dedicated 
to her who is the patroness of our 
country and on whose feast days 
the late war began and ended, 


Sometimes we are reminded by 
people of this or that parish that 
they would much prefer to give 
one offering for the local parish 
needs instead of contributing in 
two or three envelopes every Sun- 
day. We are sure that the pastor 
would also prefer to have you give 
in one envelope the amount that 
you had been wont to give in sev- 
eral.

HENEVER it is proposed in 
this country that the child 
receive religious instruction dur- 
ing his school life, whether in the 


iclassroom or under release time,

beyond the school in which he teaches, or outside the shop in 
which he saws wood or mends shoes; his life is pretty much 
“hidden with Christ in God.”

observes between members of a 
family, where there is deep and 
unselfish devotion. It means that 
the children of God and members 
of His Church will desire the prog- 
ress of the Church, expressed 
through a spreading of its doctrine 
and by the sanctification of its 
members. 


But true family interest implies 
a sticking together of the family, 
a mutual helpfulness, and an un- 
faltering allegiance not only in 
times of prosperity, health, and 
happiness, buf in periods of depres- 
sion, ill-health, sorrow, and trials 
of whatever kind. Similarly, faith- 
fulness to the Church implies an 
unyielding acceptance of her teach- 
ings and precepts and a practical 
maintenance, that the desires of 
Christ may be fulfilled through the 
spread of His kingdom on earth. 


There is a material organization 
of the Church absolutely necessary 
In 
ledger terms this organization is 
sustained by financial contributions 


‘for the necessary maintenance of 
God’s house, for the building of 


schools for the religious education 
of youth, for the proper earthly 
care of those dedicated to the works 
of the Lord through response to a 
call to be other Christs, also that 
missionaries may carry the Gospel 
to our own untilled missionary 
fields, and to those in foreign lands. 
These lines may be boiled down to 
the simple command of the Church 
that Catholics are obliged under 
pain of sin (according to individual 
means) to support the Church, and 
to take an honorable pride in help- 
ing to keep the “red” off the rec- 
ords. 

Thus, when we contribute to our 
parish church’s maintenance first 
and then, when we are able to do 
so, extend our contributions to pro- 
motion of truth and the bringing 
of Christ to wider fields we are 
simply doing our duty. We are 
not just being generous ... We 
are paying our debts to the Church 
and fulfilling our obligations and 
returning thanks, too, to God for 
His blessings and mercies. 


It is not my thought to write a 
lengthy treatise on this most im- 
portant subject. In the first place, 
I should prefer to leave it to more 
competent authorities; in the sec- 
ond place, I feel the majority of 
péople know their duty and desire 
to fulfill it; and, finally, I think 
those who neglect to contribute to 
the support of their Church accord- 
ing to their means usually need 
only to be reminded that th. are 
shirkers to bring their hearts and 
minds to practical and right ac- 
tion. (But if there be one in pov- 
erty who reads these lines, I pray 


-isuch one to remember the Church,

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Twenty-Six Countries Represented 
At Inter-American Seminar Of 
Social Studies In Havana, Cuba 


Havana, Cuba, Jan. 2.—(NC)—Leaders of Catholic Ac- 
tion in 26 countries of the Americas have come here to at- 
tend the Inter-American Seminar of Social Studies which 
opened today. They will deliberate for one week with the 
aim of advancing the cause of social justice and social charity 
in their respective countries under the inspiration of their 


= 


common Catholic Faith. The gen- 
eral theme of their studies is 
“Catholic Social Action in the Am- 
ericas” and the problem will be 
reviewed under its various aspects: 
agriculture, industry, labor move- 
ments, race relations. 

The Seminar was arranged as a 
result of a decision taken at the 
first Inter-American Seminar held 
in 1942 in Washington and other 
cities of the United States. The 
present meeting is under the joint 
auspices of the National Commit- 
tee of Cuban Catholic Action and 
the Social Action Department of 
the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference, of which the Episcopal 
Chairman, Bishop Karl J. Alter 
of Toledo, and the Director, the 
Rev. Raymond A. McGowan, head 
the delegation from the United 
States. 

From five non-American coun- 
tries—Spain, France, Poland, the 
Netherlands and Great Britain— 
as well as the International Labor 
Office there will be observers at 
the meeting, 

Archbishop Manuel Arteaga y 


Betancourt of Havana, who short- 
ly before Christmas was named to 
the College of Cardinals by His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII, thus be- 
eoming the first Cardinal in the 


history of Cuba, explored in his 
opening address as host to the 
conference the religious basis of 
unity in the field of Catholic so- 
cial action in the Americas. Bis- 
hop Alter, in his paper, further 
explained the nature of this unity 
as it is derived from the social 
teachings of the Popes, particular- 
ly in the Encyclicals of Popes Leo 
XIII, Pius XI, and Pius XII. 


He particularly stressed the fact 
that “the great social principles 
taught us by the Church do not 
themselves constitute a practical 
and effective social program.” 
These principles, he emphasized, 
must be applied to concrete prob- 
lems, and this application’ must be 
based on “careful scientific inves- 
tigations of the facts.” 


“The fundamental social prin- 
ciples taught by the Church are 
sure and clear,” Bishop Alter said, 
“therefore, in these we _ should 
have unity. But, he added, “the 
methods of applying the principles 
or of achieving objectives leave 
room at times for differences of 
opinion and a certain amount of 
choice; therefore in these things 
liberty should be our motto. 


“Principles can be labeled as 
Catholic but the technique and 
method are often optional,” he 
eontinued, “Therefore we ought 


with caution describe them as pe- 
culiarly our. own and not reject 
other methods which may be equal- 
ly valid. Christian charity must 
dictate our attitudes, our expres- 
sions and our actions.” 

Applying the Catholic principle 
of “subsidiarity” to the problem of 
the function of government in a 
sound social order, Bishop Alter 
said that this principle recognizes 
the need of “intelligent planning 
of our economic order but it re- 
jects the notion that this can be 
done, or exclusively done, by the 
political State. 

“The vital questions are ‘how 
much central planning’ and ‘who 
shall do the planning?’” he con- 
tinued. “The State cannot do it 
all without a domination which 
means 
Phere are large areas of economic 
life In Which lesser bodies, namely 
the organized industries and pro- 
fessions, can function with less 
rigidity and greater efficiency than 


the State with its huge bureauc-| 


racy and fixed procedures. As a 
result, the State can be relieved 
of a multiplicity of affairs and 
duties which now overwhelm it 
and thus it will be left free to 
perform its true task of ‘directing, 
watching, stimulating and restrain-

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Pope Pleads For 
America To 
Lead The World 


Secuiar Magazine Presents 
‘Viewpoints’ Of Pontiff 
On Vital Issues Of Today 


New York, Dec. 31,—(NC)—The 
appeal of His Holiness Pope Pius 
XII to the American people to keep 
alive the flame of brotherly love, 
to increase it and “carry it wher- 
ever there be a groan of suffering” 
highlights’ a presentation of the 
Pontiff’s “viewpoints” on some 
problems “of vital interest and con- 
cern to all peoples” which appears 
in the January 5 issue of Collier’s. 

The article, featured on the cover 
of the magazine under the title 
“Wisdom—Not Weapons of War,” 
was prepared by Cardina]-desig- 
nate Francis J. Spellman, Arch- 
bishop of New York, who said in an 
introduction that ‘countless times, 
countless people throughout the 
world have asked me questions re- 
garding the opinions of His Holi- 
ness Pope Pius XII on problems 
of vital interest and concern to 
all peoples.” “I have accepted,” he 
added, “the invitation of Mr. Henry 
La Cossitt, editor of Collier’s, to 
present the viewpoints of the Holy 
Father on some of these problems.” 

After pointing out that the only 
way “of escaping from the mesh 
in which war and hate have wrap- 
ped the world” is a “return to 
unity” and “a universal solidarity 
established on the foundation of 
mutual interests and common des- 
tinies of all peoples,” the article 
declares that the Church “contra- 
dicts and condemns” various forms 
of Marxist socialism, atheistic com- 
munism and state absolutism as 
enemies of Christian civilization 
and world peace. 

“In the very order of nature,” 
the article says, “the world is one 
universal organic society divided 
into social groups, nations and 
states, seversify independent and 
mutually interdependent. 

“To insure and safeguard peace, 
peoples must be bound by moral 
and juridical ties builded on the 
solid rock of natural law and Di- 
vine Revelation; welded into a 
great commonwealth obligated to 
smother at its source any threat 
of isolated or collective aggression; 
ruled by laws which, immune from 
selfishness and passions, protect 
unity, preserve independence and 
promote prosperity.” 

“We have always maintained and 
proclaimed the principle that war 
as a means of solving international 
differences is obsolete, and We have 
constantly striven to make Chris- 
tian and religious men reject mod- 
ern war with its monstrous means 
of conducting hostilities. Nations 
and their leaders must be governed 
and govern by God’s laws if the 
world is to have peace, that peace 
which St. Augustine describes as 
ordered harmony among men,” the 
article states. 

The disruption of the family is 
cited as “the gravest obstacle” to 
unity among nations. The home- 
less masses in the wake of war, 
it is stated, contain “the yeast for 
revolution and disorder.” “The 
women of the world especially 
must help reconstruct the family, 
resanctify the home, restore so- 
ciety, re-establish peace,” the ar- 
ticle declares. 

“Armed with the arms of spirit 
and heart, the merciful weapons of 
peace: wisdom, justice and charity, 
we must stand united against the 
wanton weapons of war: tyranny, 
hatred and greed,” the article says 
in conclusion. “Then the griefs of 
the world’s bereaved and the graves 
of their martyred dead will be 
sealed with the tranquillity and the 
glory of God’s peace.”

The decision was taken 
without consultation with the ec- 
clesiastical authorities. 

In a letter of protest addressed 
to the Berlin municipality, Cardi- 
nal-elect Konrad von Preysing, 
Bishop of Berlin, points out that 
there were 60 Catholic parochial 
schools and five private Catholic 
high schoois functioning here prior 
to Hitler’s advent to power. While 
the nazis abolished all these schools, 
they did not abolish religion as a 
curricular obligation and main- 
tained proper credit allowances for 
the teachers. The Bishop also de- 
votes a special Pastoral to this 
subject and exhorts parents to in- 
sist on Catholic schooling for their 
children, in accordance with dem- 
ocratic principles. 

Observers point out that the 
Berlin measures are in open con- 
trast to the hands-off policy of the 
occupational powers which was re- 
cently adopted and leaves the way 
open for the establishment, or 
maintenance, of religious schools 
in accordance with the freely ex- 
pressed will of the people.

Prague, Dec. 31.—(NC)—Paying tribute to the patriot- 
ism of the Catholic clergy in Czechoslovakia during the war, 
Edward Benes, President of the Republic, promised that he 
will continue to stand “uncompromisingly and clearly” for 
freedom of religion. 
Mr. Benes made this statement in the course of his reply 
sa to a message of greetings brought 


to him by a delegation of Moravian 
priests, headed by the Rev. Bohumir 


Bunza, representing the clergy of 
the Archdiocese of Olomouc, and 
the Rev. Karel Skoupy, rector of 
the Theological Institute at Brno. 


“I know they were patriotic and 
that many had to suffer in con- 
centration camps. You, on the oth- 
er hand, know my political profile, 
so to speak, from the period before 
the war, you have known it during 
the war arid you know it now. 


“I have remained what I have 
been and I shall remain in the fu- 
ture what I have been. I have 
stood, I stand and I shall stand for 
freedom of creed and religion and 
religious conviction uncompromis- 
ingly and clearly, just as I stand 
generously for tvlerance, objec- 
tivity and freedom in matters of 
conviction, both religious and po- 
litical. 

“In this spirit, I think, the Re- 
public will go ahead and every 
Catholic-minded citizen of the Re- 
public and the Catholic clergy may 
look forward with confidence to the 
development of conditions in our 
nation and State.”
